“NO BUILDING HERE”’ 


An Ontario realtor was quoted 
the other day in one of the seven 
daily newspapers available here 
to the effect that ‘‘Upland has 
imposed so many restrictions as 
to virtually halt construction’’. 

And then we read this headline 
in the same newspaper a few 
days later; 

“Upland Building Climbs: On- 
tario Shows Decline’. 

The figures, of course, con- 
tradict the realtor’s views. Up- 
land's building is far from halt- 
ed. New construction during the 
first seven months of 1955 here 
has. a valuation of $1,716,770, 
an increase of $592,998 over the 
first seven months of 1954. 

What has: happened in Ontario 
during the same seven months? 

New construction has a yal- 
uation of $6,604,322, a decrease 
over the same seven months last 
year of $360,113. 

It is true, Upland has unusu- 
ally high restrictions but more 
houses than ever are being built 
here. Surely, construction is not 
halted. It should never be ‘“‘halt- 
ed’’ but the highest possible 
standards must be maintained.

More than 50 years ago when the Upland Woman's club 


was formed the above words were chosen as the motto. 


Un- 


der its motto in the members roster booklet is listed the club's 
object which is, “Service to the Community.” 


The’ motto and the object still 
continue to inspire the members, | 
of the club which, was formed 
by a handful of young women 
seeking companionship, culture, 
the betterment of themselves and 
of their community. 

It was in 1903 that the first 
meeting was held in the home of 
the late Mrs. W. S. Palmer. Up- 
land had been incorporated the 
year before and contained only 
a few hundred people. 

Mrs. Una R. Winter, who has 
been given life membership for 
‘the research and work she did! 


in writing the club’s history, ex- 
plains that many of the women 
had married young. They felt the 
need of more education and cul- 
ture. The lives of women were 
very different in 1903 so it was 
quite a step, although in that 
year the California Federation of 
Women’s clubs was organized 
and had selected its emblem. _ 

The Upland club did not affili- 
ate with the federation until 1908 
and by that time it had a unique 
position in the community.

Be New Addition 


In an effort’ to provide the best 
possible traffic signal control at 
Foothill Blvd. and Euclid Ave., 
the state division of highways 
will make a new study at the 
intersection this weekend. 

This will be the second special 
study made within a year and 
it is being done by J. H. Moore, 
traffic engineer, to determine if 
special ‘‘left turn’”’ signals would 
be any advantage. In January, 
highway engineers made a local 
study and found there had been 
very little change in the traffic 
pattern since opening of the San 
Bernardino freeway. Hé = said 
changes had’ been expected. 

With the traffic flow at its 
summer height now, a new study 
will be made to determine if 
installation of the special left 
turn signals would be advanta- 
geous. Mr. Moore said _ traffic 
checkers would be here during 
latter part of the week. 

A possible change in the pres- 
ent three-way signal system 
would be another phase for left 
turn, serving motorists going east 
who wished to turn ngrth on 
Euclid and those going west who 
wished to turn south on Euclid. 

Following the death of the late 
Frank K. Nichols in an accident 
at the intersection, city officials 
asked the state highway officials 
to ‘“‘do something about the con- 
fusion resulting from the signal 
Ssystem’’. The special study of 
the intersection traffic was de- 
layed until sometime after open- 
ing of the freeway. This check 
was made in January. 

Upland city councilmen will be 
interested in the results of the 
traffic study and Mr. Moore said 
he would supply the information 
to City Manager Richard ‘G, 
Manley at an early date.

Alta Loma and Cucamonga are taking steps to get it 

_ Tt will require more than a million dollars to bring it to 
where it may be used. 

Directors of the Cucamonga County Water district have 
c@lled a special bond election for Aug. 30. No opposition 
against the proposal is in sight. Scarcity works wonders and 
water is getting very,“very scarce throughout all of the district. 

Citrus growers need more water. Few residents, how- 
ever, ore thinking of citrus when they lend their support 
tO the million dollar proposal. They are thinking of the new 
water supply as a means of increasing the value of their 
I@nd. With a good water supply, land ‘can be subdivided 
more advantageously. So, almost everyone is ‘for the pro- 
posal. 

If epproved, the bond issue will enable the water district 
to build distribution lines from the Metropolitan Water dis- 
trict aqueduct. Booster pumps and reservoirs will then en- 
able the water to be delivered to the many hundreds of home 
owners who will locate on the residential lots of the future. 

Of course, there will have to be industries and work for all 
of these people before there can be any sound local ecenomy. 
That is not the issue at the moment. The issue is water.

Outside Sources Help Budgets 


It is always noteworthy, when we think of local school 
gosts, to consider the amount of money coming in to the 
$chool districts from other than taxes on local property. 

For example, the Upland elementary school district re- 

uires an income for 1955-56 of $489,191 to meet all expenses. 

this amount, $354,880 comes from other than local’ tax- 
@s. Likewise, for all the elementary school districts in the 
Upland-Foothill area°and the Chatfey high school and col- 
lege districts, income from “outside” is a major factor in 
mndintaining the local educational system. 

». The fact remains, all local taxpayers must pay heavily on 
their real estate and improvements. It helps to ease the bur- 
den, however, to realize that California's school program calls 
on other than local taxes for our-educational needs. 

A news story on page one in today’s Upland News gives 
a more detailed account of our financial requirements and 
the share the “other sources” play in making the budget bal- 
ance, 

These other sources include money from the state sales 
tax and other state funds for the help of school districts with 
excessive student demands. Federal funds,are also avail- 
able in a slight degree for support of the cafeteria programs 
and for other phases of the school government. 

A great responsibility rests on all school officials in ad- 
ministering of huge budgets for classrooms, and for top qual- 
ity classroom instruction. In general, this responsibility is 
fulfilled nobly by school board members in this area,

What happens to the three soldiers just back 
China is naturally of real interest to many people

Should the government be lenient to them or should the 
full force of the law be placed against them? 

The trio have returned in an atmosphere of strong sen- 
timent, All Americans are thrilled their return and 
join their loved ones in rejoicing-over their freedom 





One might ask, 
but a mild touch of the law? 

Most of us are not familiar with the legal 
tary law or with infractions of those laws. On the face 
however, these three men are guilty of desertion, or 
ing against their fellow soldiers and their country. While one 
glways hates to think of a human being spending years in 
prison, we can see little difference between their acts and the 
acts. of other weak men caughf in a disgraceful and dishon- 
orable situation. 

The men joined the army as boys, according to some 
authoritites. They were among the social unfortunates who 
had not enjoyed the real privileges of the best in American 
lite; therefore, they were not mentally equipped to meet the 
great hazards of deciding for themselves when faced with 
lifetime emergency. 

Be that as it may, these men should be considered in the 
same category as most soldiers who get in trouble. If en- 
forcement officers were required to consider the social back- 
ground of each suspect, little would remain of our laws. 

Something very vital can come out of this intense national 
interest in the plight of the three soldiers now in custody in 
More than ever national attention can be 
centered on removing conditions that enable boys to remain 
Gs boys, mentally and emotionally. In civilian life, the 
nation is faced with individuals, old in years, who are un- 
fable to cope with the heavy demands of modern society. 
So, they become delinquents and tenants of our prisons 
and penitentiaries. 

If the thrée “turn coats’ are given a mild sentence, then 
the same sentence should be in order for all others caught 
in the law who are mentally not equipped to decide great 
issues far themselves.
